Feinstein’s Porno 
Ordinances 

At the Dec. 14 meeting of 
the S.F. Board of Supervisors, 
Diane Feinstein called for 
enactment of a proposed ordi¬ 


nance which would either re¬ 
locate or close down the 
majority of adult bookstores 
and movie theaters in the city. 

The proposed ordinance, 
which would amend sections of 
both the City Planning and 
Police codes, would ban the 
construction of any adult book¬ 
store or theater that would be 
located less than 1000 feet 
away from any residential (zone 
R) area and would refuse per¬ 
mits to already-existing "adult" 
establishments, no matter how 
long such establishments have 
been in existence. 

These establishments 

would have to relocate into a 
non-residential area no later 
than one year after enactment 
of the measure, or risk non¬ 
renewal of their permits 
(except under certain special 
circumstances to be determined 
by the Chief of Police). In 
addition, the money spent on 
the establishment's business 
license would be forfeited to 
the City treasury, as penalty 
for non-compliance. 

Supervisor Feinstein’s pro¬ 
posal would also prohibit 
window-display of items sold in 
adult bookstores, order the 
removal of signs which graphi¬ 
cally or photographically depict 
nudity or prohibited sexual acts 
(such as those found on the 
Broadway "strip"), force adult 
establishment owners to submit 
to public hearings prior to issu¬ 


ance of their permits, and 
charge a maximum $1000 fine 
and/or a six-month prison 
sentence for violation of even 
the smallest regulation outlined 
in the ordinance. 

A joint hearing of the 
Planning Commission, headed 
by Supervisor Pelosi, and of the 
Police Commission, headed by 
Supervisor Francois (co-author 
of the Feinstein proposal), has 
been called and tentatively 
scheduled for Thursday, Jan. 13, 
at 2PM in Room 282, City Hall. 
Public participation is welcome.

beverages. 

A thick string was 
wrapped three times about the 
waist then attached to the head 
of the penis. A metal clamp 
was used to secure the victim's 
penis. 

Although the coroner's 

report does not state the actual 

cause of death, the evidence of 
* 

trauma suggests that the victim 
was beaten to death. Exami¬ 
nation of the victim revealed 
that the hair on the back of the 
head was blood-soaked and that 
there was possible trauma in 
that area. He had bled from 
the left ear. 

The basal skull fracture 
and the deep laceration at the 
back of the head also indicated 
death by beating, and the 
assumption is that the victim 
died about midnight. However, 
the complete autopsy is not yet 
on file. 

Witnesses report that the 
apartment was in disarray; the 
contents of closets and drawers 
were dumped and strewn about 
the rooms. Among the things 
found were pornographic 
materials often associated with 
sado-masochistic acts. 

The suspects were appre¬ 
hended Sunday, Dec. 14, about 
5:30pm attempting to use the 
victim's stolen credit card. The 
police report that the two men 
charged lived at the Padre 
Hotel in the Tenderloin and had 
lived there for the past few 


days. 

Conscious of "pre-trial" 
publicity, the police are 
avoiding any statements regard¬ 
ing the suspects.

NGTF News 

NGTF's co-executive 
directors were busy this past 
fall covering large amounts of 
territory in travels related to 
Task Force business. 

Dr. Bruce Voeller spent 
two weeks in Europe meeting 
with a wide variety of individu¬ 
als and Gay political and pro¬ 
fessional organizations. The 
purpose of the journey was to 
solidify NGTF overseas con¬ 
tacts, to share information and 
expertise on a number of shared 
problems, and to attend a 
privately-sponsored conference 
in Amsterdam on Gay issues. 

One of the issues dis¬ 
cussed during the trip was the 
need for a legitimate homo¬ 
sexual presence and input into 
the United Nations, in particu¬ 
lar as a non-governmental 
organization working with the 
various UN specialized agencies 
and commissions such as 
UNESCO. Dr. Voeller was 
asked to investigate, through 
UN headquarters here in the 
U.S., the possibilities for an 
international consortium of 
national Gay organizations to 
apply to the UN as a consulting 
non-governmental agency or 
organization. 

The trip took Dr. Voeller 
to France, Germany, and Spain, 
in addition to Holland. He 
noted that most European 
countries, unlike the U.S., have 
no civil rights legislation on the 
books; and that consequently, 
efforts to gain civil rights for 
homosexuals are made more 
difficult by the absence of legal 
precedents set by other minor¬ 
ity groups.

According to the printed 
material, "This book testifies to 
Dr. LaHayne's grasp of the real 
essence of America and to his 
desire to reclaim America for 
Bible-guided life, leadership and 
legislation ." That comment is 
endorsed by Senator Richardson 
in writing with the statement, 
"Great reading - and right on 
target!" 

A resolution also accom¬ 
panies the material stating, "In 
the interest of restoring moral¬ 
ity and principle to government, 
I do hereby resolve to join with 
the California Christian Cam¬ 
paign Committee for the 
purpose of sharing in the pro¬ 
motion and election of 
Christian candidates to public 
office." The resolution is 
signed by Rev. Paul Trulin, 
Chaplain of the California 
Senate. 

Citing recent legislation 
legalizing consentual sex 
between adults, Rev. Trulin 
contends that, "Too many legis¬ 
lators are misusing their powers 
to pass laws whose (sic) effect 
has been to legalize adultery, 
sodomy, homosexuality and 
fornication, all of which 
according to Holy Scriptures 
are an abomination to the 
Lord." 

* * * 

Subsequently, Assembly- 
mem Alan Sieroty declared the 
Chaplain's letter and fund¬ 
raising effort to be "a misuse of 
office. It is reprehensible. In 
addition, Senator Richardson's 
role is out of line." 

Some look upon the letter 
and the effort as anti-Semitic. 

The California Committee 
for equal rights has filed 
charges with the Internal 
Revenue Service and is asking

Ride Again 

The California Committee 
for Equal Rights has been mon¬ 
itoring the activities of the 
fundamentalist groups which 
organized to defeat AB 48% the 
Willie Brown consentual sex 
bill, which passed into law 
Jem. 1, 1976, and report that 
the groups are at it again. 

First using the name 
"Family Lobby," then "Con¬ 
cerned Christian Citizens," they 
are now using two other names, 
"Citizens for Moral Concern" 
and "California Christian Cam¬ 
paign Committee." Of the 
groups, the last may be the 
most insidious. 

In what amounts to a con¬ 
spiracy, State Senator H. L. 
(Bill) Richardson of Arcada has 
been using the office of the 
Chaplain of the State Senate 
plus his own office to raise 
money to "unite behind 
Christian candidates." 

He openly and blatantly 
used his letterhead to ask for 
money from "Fellow 

Christians." In asking for 
financial support he wrote, 
"When Reverend Trulin told me 
recently of his faith in 
Christian people to unite behind 
Christian candidates, I knew he 
was right. I share his faith. 
Faith is a gift, fortified by 
historic examples of the good 
that has been accomplished by 
the actions of Christians both 
individually and collectively. 

The letter is accompanied 
by printed material touting a 
pamphlet by Tim LaHayne- 
called "The Bible's Influence on 
American History." LaHayne is 
a minister and the President of 


church political activity to 
CCER at 1782 Pacific Ave., 
S.F. 94109. Those who wish to 
send money may also do so to 
help defray the cost of lobbying 
expenses and mailings. 

A protest has also been 
made to the office of Senator 
Milton Marks, who has been 
asked to investigate the possi¬

Senator Richardson for his con¬ 
duct. 

Whether the California 
Christian Campaign Committee 
is anti-Semitic or homophobic 
or both, it is not to be tolerated 
when it engages in illegal or 
improper acts, the CCER 
insists, and it must be watched 
by all.

The Crime of the 
Crime Wave 

Due to some strange 
logic, no crime wave existed in 
tins city until it hit the neigh- 
bornoods of the Supervisors 
themselves. People from the 
minority and poor communities 
have been asking the Super¬ 
visors to do something about 
crime in their communities for 
years. The answers were 
almost insults to our intelli¬ 
gence. 

The Supervisors showed 
their "concern" about the crime 
in the neighborhoods by allow¬ 
ing the police force to be cut 
this year. There was no outcry 
from them. Their silence said 
it all. Their agreement to the 
cut makes them equally respon¬ 


sible for that cut. 

Then crime moved out of 
the minority and poor areas and 
into theirs. Suddenly there was 
a crime wave. "Something had 
to be done." "No neighborhood 
was safe." The contempt for 
many of the people of S.F. was 
almost unbelievable. 

Only it might be too late. 
For the crime wave that has 
finally reached Pacific Heights 
is somewhat different than 
what has been plaguing the city 
for years. 

For as long as I can 
remember, the Police and the 
Supervisors talked about stop¬ 
ping crime by putting more 
police on patrol. Using the 
latest available methods of 
crime prevention. No one 
seemed to talk about "why" 
there was crime. No one 


seemed to want to discuss the 
social-economic conditions that 
were causing crime. No matter 
how much the people wanted to 
open the dialogue, the doors at 
City Hall remained closed. It 
was answered with an attitude 
that approached, if not reached, 
"lock them up and throw the 
key away." 

Now that the crime wave 
has hit the "better" parts of the 
city, we start to hear about the 
social-economic conditions that 
cause crime. It may be too 
late. 

For too long crime has 
been taking place with little or 
no real effort to understand it. 
For too long crime has been 
given a left-handed go ahead on 
many levels. Crime exists in 
many forms: the war in Viet- 
Nam, Watergate, corporate 
price fixing, legislators on the 
take, police corruption and 
street muggings. It has reached 
out beyond the social-economic 
causes to become a way of life 


for * many. It has turned, for 
some, into a real-life CLOCK¬

Judge Birdsall 

The Tucson Gay Newsletter 
writes: 

Arizona's system of 
justice will be put to the test 
when it was announced that 
Judge Ben C. Birdsall will be 
the trial judge in the murder 
case of John Adamson charged 
in the car-bombing death of 
Arizona Republic reporter Don 
Bolles. This is the same Judge 


Ben C. Birdsall who only last 
month ruled probation for four 
juveniles for the murder of 
Richard Heakin outside of a 
Gay bar last June. We can only 
speculate that the reason 
Maricopa County Superior 
Court Judge Robert Broomfield, 
on a change of venue, trans¬ 
ferred the Adamson trial to 
Pima County Judge Birdsall's 
court was to vindicate Birdsall's 
poor judgment resulting from 
the Heakin trial. 

We question the compe¬ 
tency of a man who shows so 
little concern for human life 
that he would allow four 
persons who did, in fact, partic¬ 
ipate in a murder, back out on 
the streets with only the warn¬ 
ing that they should finish 
school and not drink until they 
are of age. We question the 
competency of this judge when 
he allowed the original charge 
of murder in the Heakin slaying 
to be changed to Involuntary 
Manslaughter. We question the 
competency of this same judge 
to sit in judgment of any 
murder trial and especially on 
one of such national scope as 
Adamson-Bolles. 

Judge Birdsall said that he 
foresees no difficulties in 
handling the Adamson trial, but 
we as concerned members of 
the Tucson Gay Community 
certainly do.

The Attempt To 
Stop Harvey Milk 

I try not to answer the other 
writers (especially those who 
write for the same paper), but 
George Mendenhall's column in 
the last issue must be replied 
to.

politics a hell of a lot better 
than George Mendenhall does, I 
am not about to let him get 
away with it. 

Last summer when Milk was 
running against Art Agnos for 
the 16th Assembly seat, 
Mendenhall was among a group 
of Gay political "leaders" who 
endorsed and campaigned for 
Agnos (something they had 
every right to do). That cam¬ 
paign was bitter and left many 
scars, some of which apparently 
haven't healed. A campaign 
that some of Milk's supporters 
still feel was a little below the 
belt. Mendenhall did his bit, in 
more ways them one; example: 


he wrote a piece endorsing 
Agnos saying that Agnos was 
married, and the father of two 
children, when, in fact, Mr. 
Agnos had been married less 
than a year and had no children. 
A small thing maybe, but it 
made good copy when Agnos 
was opposing a single Gay. 
Mendenhall never bothered to 
correct his story about Agnos 
and his "children." Now the 
learned Mr. Mendenhall, who 
only last issue proved that he 
doesn't know the difference 
between the Speaker of the 
House and the House Majority 
Leader, would have us believe 
that Harvey Milk's political 
philosophy is "close to Super¬ 
visor Barbagelata." Anyone 
who knows the least about S.F. 
politics knows that statement is 
designed to smear Milk. Saying

that is akin to saying the politi¬ 
cal philosophy of George 
Moscone is the same as that of 
George Wallace. In the recent 
election, no one fought harder 
to defeat Prop. T than did 
Barbagelata, while Milk cam¬ 
paigned daily for its passage. 

Mendenhall goes on to say 
that in the coming race Milk 
will lack "both Gay and straight 
community leadership support." 
Really? Other than the 
"leadership" of perhaps the 
same "leaders" who always 
oppose Milk, namely: Foster, 
Daly, Mendenhall and Fitch, et 
al. I would like Mendenhall to 
name other Gay "leaders" who 
oppose Milk. At a recent party 
at the home of Emperor Hector, 
Stokes was hard pressed to find 
anyone there already not com¬ 
mitted to Milk. Of course, to 
Mendenhall these people don't 
qualify as "leaders" of the com¬ 
munity. 

Mr. Mendenhall and the rest 
of his Gay "leaders," to the 
person, endorsed and cam¬ 
paigned for Bob Mendelsohn 
against Milton Marks, as did 
most of the "straight" com¬ 
munity leadership Mendenhall 
speaks of. And we all know the 
result of that race. Mendenhall 
continues that Assemblymen 
Agnos, Brown and other 
politicos could use their con¬ 
siderable influence to win over 
neighborhood groups to Stokes' 
candidacy - another way of 
saying they can use their politi¬ 
cal muscle and that of their 
offices to get support for 
Stokes. Hell, George, I thought 
the passage of Prop. T was sup¬ 
posed to stop the meddling of 
the big boys in District elec¬ 
tions, or hadn't you looked at it 
that way? If Mendenhall thinks 
Milk has no support among both 
Gay and straight neighborhood 
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groups, I invite him to take a 
walk through the Castro area 
some afternoon with Milk and 
myself. 

Mendenhall also claims Milk 
failed to endorse Agnos after 
the June Primary (a "political 
sin" in the eyes of Mendenhall). 
In fact, the night of the 
Primary (Agnos only beat Milk 
by about 3,000 votes out of over 
33,000 cast) I went to City Hall 
with Milk to get the election 
results. Agnos was there, and 
Harvey was one of the first to 
walk up and congratulate him. 
Agnos never asked Harvey for a 
formal endorsement (something 
that is traditional for the win¬ 
ner to ask of his defeated oppo¬ 
nent), but I don't think there is 
any doubt in Agnos' mind who 
Milk voted for in November. 

I am not attacking Earl 
Stokes; I don't know the man. 
He is not as visible or as 
involved as Harvey, and I have 
never met him. But I cannot sit 
back idly and let someone start 
attacking Harvey Milk a year 
before the election - especially 
when those attacks are as 
unfounded as those coming from 
George Mendenhall. 

It is interesting, too, that 
when Milk was running against 
Agnos for the Assembly, George 
wrote that he "believes that 
Harvey Milk has a place in city 
politics; he is a superb cam¬ 
paigner and most articulate" - 
implying that Agnos should be 


elected to the Assembly and 
Milk should wait, serve on the 
Board of Permit Appeals, and 
later run for the Board of 
Supervisors. Mendenhall went 
on to write that "there is a 
future for Milk in politics, but 
this time we have to go with 
Art Agnos." Now Mendenhall is 
talking out of the other side of 
his mouth. Now that Milk has 
decided he will run again for 
the Board, Mendenhall is busily 
tearing down Harvey in hopes of 
keeping him from attaining that 
"place in city politics" in which, 
only a few months ago, he 
agreed Milk belongs. 

Harvey is no political saint. 
He is a politician, true; but he 
has his heart and his head in the 
right place. It will be a damned 
shame if the voters don't send 
him to the Board of Supervisors 
next year. Some in the political 
know think that the Democrat 
"powers that be" do not wish 
any Gay person on the Board of 
Supes next year. Their 
expected political ploy is to 
encourage as many Gays as pos¬ 
sible to run, especially in 
District 5, to split the "Gay 
vote" - and no one can deny 
there is such a vote bloc in 
District 5. Hence, their own 
candidate, generally assumed to 
be Terence Hallinan, can squeak 
in and win. The ploy suggests 
to these Gay candidates that 
although they probably won't 
win this time, they can get 


name recognition for a future 
race. Let these misinformed 
Gay candidates understand that 
once a candidate like Mr. 
Hallinan gets into office, he is 
there to stay. One potential 
Gay candidate told me that he 
has been "assured" of $5,000 in 
campaign funds to move into 
"Milk's district and run." 
Whether it be true or not, I 
don't know; it was told to me 
that way. Earl Stokes hats every 
right to run, as does Tom 
Edwards, a good friend of mine 
and a qualified person, so does 
anyone who wants to; and I am 
not against Stokes or anyone 
else. But I do find it interesting 
that Mr. Mendenhall and his 
pack are so afraid of Harvey 
Milk they find it necessary to 
start smearing him a year 
before the election. You must 
be doing something right, 
Harve!

FINDING THE ANSWERS 


Finding the Facts is not 
what we are primarily doing, so 
the title on this column will 
have to be changed soon. What 
we are attempting to do is 
comment and analyze on what 
is happening of consequence in 
our community. We understand 
that Harvey Milk, Milton Marks 
and Ray Broshears have sug¬ 
gested a title for this column, 
but Publisher Bob Ross will not 
print it, this being a family 
newspaper. 

Our commentary on Milk 
vs. Stokes received considerable 
reaction. One critic empha¬ 
sized that we were inaccurate 
and cited two recent errors . 
Let us correct those errors now: 
although we gave Assemblyman 
Art Agnos a few children, he 
actually has none; we also 
decided to advance Congress¬ 
man Phil Burton to the race for 
Speaker when it was Majority 
Leader he was seeking. Now, 
can we move on? 

* * * 

It is in 1977 that we must 
move again legislatively at the 
state level. We must act with 
the same sophistication and 


unity that we displayed in 1975 
when the Brown consentual sex 
bill passed. The aim is to get 
legislation through the 
Assembly first and then worry 
about the Senate. 

The recent election of Art 
Agnos to Majority Whip is 
highly significant. The Whip is 
the contact person with legis¬ 
lators, to get legislation passed 
that is favorable to the Demo¬ 
cratic Party and to the Speaker, 
Leo McCarthy. Agnos, in a 
recent interview in his office, 
expressed his eager desire to 
organize assemblypersons for 
the passage of much-needed 
civil rights bills for Gay people. 

Many Gay activists agree 
with Agnos that it is best to 
move with firmness but in a 
subtle manner. The first sug¬ 
gestion is that we move by 
March, 1977, with another Fair 
Employment Practices Bill. 
This time, instead of spelling 
out "sexual orientation," the 
plain is to extend the wording of 
the bill so that all people would 
be included under state fair 
employment law. This would 
permit Gay people to be 
included in the processing of 
discrimination in employment 


cases with the state. It would 
have the added advantage of 
encouraging other non-Gay 
groups to support the legisla¬ 
tion. Agnos believes that such 
a bill would have a good chance 
at passage. 

The bill should be intro¬ 
duced within the first three 
months of the coming session, 
which opens Jan. 3. This will 
allow it time to go through the 
various committees, be 
amended, reconsidered, etc. If 
left to the second year of the 
session (as was done with 
Foran's disastrous attempt to 
pass a similar bill) it would 
come close to election time, 
when it is nearly impossible to 
pass social legislation. 

Finding a sponsor is 
another problem. The person 
who introduces the bill is of 
prime importance as to what 
attention and respect is paid to 
the legislation. Agnos is willing 
to carry the legislation himself 
but questions whether ne or 
other obvious liberals such as 
Willie Brown are the right 
people. Agnos is attempting to 
find someone with a less "social 
activist" reputation. 

Once the bill moves 
through the Assembly commit¬ 
tees, our many friends 
straight and Gay - can be of 
service. The hearings on bills 
are often non-productive, but 
WHO supports or does not sup¬ 


port bills is followed closely. 
For example, it is unlikely that 
the Brown consentual sex bill 
could have passed if the state¬ 
wide Peace Officers' Ass'n had 
continued to oppose it. It was 
in these hearings that Gay 
activists were most effective 
with the Brown bill. 

Two of our most produc¬ 
tive Gay lobbyists are now 
engaged elsewhere. George 
Raya has recently been 
appointed as an Investigator in 
the D.A.'s office and can no 
longer lobby. Paul Hardman has 
been the driving force behind 
the new Gay Center on Grove 
St., which takes up most of his 
time. However, they and others 
such as Jim Sandmire, Gary 
Hesse, Larry Littlejohn, Jo 
Daly, Jim Foster, Doug 
DeYoung, Rich Stokes and Troy 
Perry will be there when we 
need them. 

One aspect of presenting 
new legislation in 1977 is the 
emergence of the California 
Christian Campaign Commit¬ 
tee. These are the same people 
who were once the Christian 
Coalition and then the Family 
Lobby. Having failed to over¬ 
throw the private, consentual 
sex law, CCCC is now taking a 
new approach. It plans to build 
a War Chest to defeat candi¬ 
dates who supported the Brown 
bill or who might support any 
other social legislation. In its 
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literature,, CCCC, says .that 
"legislators of California have 
succeeded in passing laws whose 
effect have been to legalize 
adultery, sodomy, homosexu¬ 
ality and fornication (to name a 
few) ... all of which, according 
to Holy Scriptures, are an 
abomination to the Lord!" 

The CCCC asks 
Christians, "Were our legisla¬ 
tors seeking Divine Guidance 
when these laws were passed?" 
Not believing in the separation 
of Church and State, the CCCC 
is now determined to throw out 
of office any legislators who do 
not "follow God's will." 

All of the above would not 
be disturbing if it were not that 
the head of the new group is 
State Senator H. L. (Bill) 
Richardson. Richardson is the 
wealthy anti-gun control, right 
wing fanatic who scares the hell 
out of some legislators. You 
can believe it when we say that 
Richardson will be accusing 
anyone who supports liberal 
legislation of being anti-Christ. 
There is also the threat that 


CCCC funds will be used to 
defeat those on the Richardson 
"enemy" list at election time. 

Not all of the power is 
with Richardson, however, and 
a significant number of legisla¬ 
tors will demonstrate their 
courage when the time is right. 
There is another big Plus for us, 
as revealed by the chairman of 
the Assembly Criminal Justice 
Committee, Alan Sieroty, when 
he said, "The homosexual com¬ 
munity has decided to stand up 
and become politically active.

At all times during the 


planning stages of the Center 
project, the leaders of the Tavern 
Guild were kept informed. Every 
effort was made to appear before 
the membership and relate the 
details of the project while it was 
developing. The efforts were 
rebuffed, and access to the 
membership meetings was de¬ 
nied. That is a fact, but that it is 
not a complaint. You have a right 
to do just that. But those of the 
leadership who make such 
decisions ought not then report 
that no information is available to 
them or to you.

Currently it is 
leased by Pride and available to 
all. 

The target date to perfect the 
title is April, 1977.

Any one who has ever dealt with 
the transfer of title know that care 
and discretion must be exercised 
so as not to disrupt the deal.

♦ When approaching this 
new production of the 1938 
classic, we must all remember 
that producer Dino 

De Laurentiis is the same man 
who gave us the immortal 
"Mandingo" two years ago and 
followed it up with "Drum" last 
season. De Laurentiis special¬ 
izes in filming lavish trash, so it 
should come as no shock what¬ 
soever to discover that this 
"King Kong" is a flimsy dese¬ 
cration of the earlier Fay Wray 
epic. 

This time around, fashion 
model Jessica Lange plays the 
beauty who beguiles the beast. 
Miss Lange floats onto the 
screen unconscious as the sole

Stage: A Christmas 
_ Carol _ 

A.C.T.'s production of "A 
Christmas Carol" is billed as "a 
ghost story of Christmas." 
Charles Dickens would have 
agreed with that description; 
one must question Dickens' pos¬ 
sible reaction to the murky 
psychological downer A.C.T. 
adapters Dennis Powers and 
Laird Williamson have written. 
Dickens' story, to be sure, has 
always been a richly over-senti¬ 
mentalized tug at the heart¬ 
strings, which is the reason it 
has endured. In the current 
A.C.T. production, Scrooge, in 
one two-hour act examines the 
causes and effects of his mean, 
miserly ways. 

Absolutely valid ... in 
part. But this production con¬ 
centrates so heavily on the 
motivations of the miser that 
the charm, warmth and lively 
Christmas spirit generated by 
Dickens is almost totally buried 
under an avalanche of keening, 


ominous ghosts, ragged urchins 
and doomsday voices. The 
Cratchit family is slighted to 
the point of non-existence. 
Tiny Tim is reduced to a two- 
line bit, and the wonderful, 
romanticized view of English 
home-and-hearth gets a token 
nod. There are few contrasts in 
this production, making it an 
unrelentingly dramatic probe 
into the psyche of Scrooge, 
about whom we care little, 
grinding to the inevitable reve¬ 
lation that his values were 
wrong. Powers and Williamson 
have zeroed in on one important 
aspect of Dickens' story, but 
slighted the romantic trappings 
that made it so appealing. This 
"Christmas Carol" would scare 
the hell out of any child! 

Within this framework, 
the production is a visual 
knockout; the costumes of 
Robert Morgan are breath¬ 
taking; the lighting by 
F. Mitchell Dana complex and 
fascinating, and the skeletal set 
that strips away as the layers of 
Scrooge's understanding is a 
masterpiece by Robert 


Blackman. The acting of the 
large company is uneven, to be 
kind, though Raye Birk as 
Marley's Ghost, Daniel Davis as 
Fezziwig, Deborah May and 
Daniel Kern as Belle and Young 
Scrooge, and John Hancock as 
the Ghost of Christmas Present 
all offer firstrate perform¬ 
ances. William Paterson as 
Scrooge is excellent in his early 
scenes, but as he discovers

more and more about himself, 
his Scrooge becomes more and 
more his Horace Vandergelder 
of "The Matchmaker," relying 
heavily upon schtick to carry 
him through his transitions. 
Williamson has directed erratic¬ 
ally, creating powerful 
moments and then lurching 
abruptly; he seems to favor the 
high-charged emotional scenes 
and toss off quickly the lighter 
sentimental scenes. 

As a Christmas present, 
the A.C.T. production of "A 
Christmas Carol" I receive with 
mixed emotions, like a 
cashmere sweater received 
from my favorite aunt ... in 
the wrong size.

cocktail dress with her makeup 
intact; the audience howls, and 
that's the keynote of this film. 
It is a parody of the 1938 film, 
played tongue-in-cheek, with 
Kong gripping Miss Lange in his 
mighty paw as she bellows 
indignantly, "Leggo of me, you 
goddam chauvinist pig ape!!" 
The script sounds as if it was 
written during coffee break by 
two ex-"I Love Lucy" writers 
who disagreed on concept. 
Actually, it was written by 
someone named Lorenzo 
Semple, Jr., who, I suspect, 
makes his living as a tour guide 
at Universal Studios. Jeff 
Bridges and Charles Grodin 
appear briefly and act atro¬ 


ciously while filling screen 
waits for Kong. The film was 
over-directed by John 
Guillermin for an endless 2 
hours and 14 minutes. 

Besides references to 
"Deep Throat" and Kong's 
zodiac sign, this version lets us 
know Kong was really a horny 
lecher who only wanted to see 
Jessica Lange's boobs, her best 
acting asset. Well, that clears 
up something I've always 
wondered about! 

Now, I could tell you that 
they were performing frontal 
lobotomies on every third 
patron at the Ghirardelli 
Cinema and you would still go 
to see this "King Kong," 
assuming you won't be number 
three.

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useless to mention how really 
bad it is. 

Therefore, let me mention 
the good. There is one brief 
scene where Kong holds Lange 
under a waterfall and then 
blows on her to dry her off that 
is charming, simple and denotes 
the entire relationship with one 
scene. And, this King Kong is a 
marvel! Much more appealing 
than his predecessor, so if the 
humans are stick figures, the 
giant ape this time around is a 
memorable fellow, all 45 feet 
of him. His creators were 
Carlo Rambaldi and Glen 
Robinson, and Kong’s wonder¬ 
fully expressive eyes belong to 
Ricky Baker; and together, 
these three have created the 
only valid reason for the film. 
This Kong is a technical 
achievement of magnitude, and 
there are some impressive 
technical effects along the way, 
climaxing with Kong atop the 
twin towers of the World Trade 
Center, where he is shot down 
violently and interminably to a 
sickening finale that is indica¬ 
tive of the excess of this film. 

"King Kong" is a mis¬ 
guided film - why shoot down 
Kong, the only lovable, good 
actor in the film, when there 
are so many other handy targets 
that deserve a bloody end more 
. . . Bridges, Grodin, Semple, 
Jr., Lange, De Laurentiis, the 
popcorn vendor. . .

wanes. Not that it's been 
exactly spine-tingling up to 
then, because Ross allows a sly 
undercurrent of spoof to cut the 
dramatic tension. The film 
never takes a definite stand as 
to what it purports to be, so it 
tries to touch all bases along 
the way and misses every one. 

The talent onscreen is 
unquestionable. Robert Duvall 
gives us an interestingly offbeat 
but far more intelligent Watson 
than the doddering fool who 


discovers his friend Sherlock 
Holmes is a cocaine addict 
(using a 7% solution), and 
inveigles to get Holmes to 
Vienna to meet Dr. Sigmund 
Freud for a cure. This he does, 
and we see Holmes, beautifully 
played by Nicol Williamson, 
going through the tortures of 
withdrawal with his past cases 
coming back to haunt him. 
After his cure, Holmes, Watson 
and Freud combine talents to 
solve the case of a beautiful 
singer, Lola Devereaux, who has 
been kidnapped and made an 
addict to the same drug by evil 
men. It ends with Holmes 
dueling atop a racing train 
while Freud holds the villains at 
bay at gunpoint. There are two 
separate stories here, and 
neither works as a result of the 
other. There is some marvelous 
droll dialogue by Meyer along 
the way, but the stories never 
mesh and Ross changes styles 
with the story. There is no 
interest or tension in the Lola 
Devereaux case, so once 
Holmes goes through his 
anguished cure, the interest

Big Town/ 
Small Town? 

Main-street tourists pre¬ 
fer "Frisco" over New York, for 
here beetle-brow Americans 
feel safer and superior. Safer: 
because cable cars don't 
threaten the way a BMT express 
explodes into Times Square 
Station; because SF taxi drivers 
and counter girls are a tame 
breed, and the local tourist 
Bermuda Triangle (Union 
Square, Chinatown and Fisher¬ 
man's Wharf) is sanitized and 
segregated. Superior: because 
faux pas are hard to make in 
California; because there are 
fewer ways to be suckered here; 
and even head waiters say 
"Please" and "Thank you" after 
introducing themselves by their 
first name. No matter where 
one wanders, the traveler is 
wished, "Have a good day." 

Wise cracks, leaning on 
the horn, and telling people off 
are Northern Eastern special¬ 
ties. Addled charm reassures 
strangers while hard-edged 
class intimidates them. (TV's 
Phyllis is as right for S.F. as 
Maude is for N.Y.C.) 

One can't go wrong loving 
San Francisco, since everyone 
loves it - from hillbillies to 
heads, crowned or otherwise. 
Pilgrims flock to this coastal 
Mecca, worship the Golden 
Gateway, and fly away imagin¬ 
ing they would like to live here. 

On the other hand, people 
hate New York: tourists, those 
who couldn't make it there, and 
even those who abandoned the 
City because it wasn't safe to 
walk the streets (not that any¬ 
one walks the streets in 
suburbia when one can drive). 
Few who visit Manhattan would 
dream of settling there. And 
it's amazing that some ten 
million strangers manage to call 
it home (if not "home-sweet- 
home," then the place they're 
from). One doesn't hear, "I'm 
from Hampstead" or "from 
Yonkers" but simply, 'Tm a New 
Yorker." 

To the Dorothies from 
Kansas and the Boosters from 
River City, New York is indif¬ 
ferent, intimidating, and insult¬ 
ing. It leaves a bad taste in a 
mouth that lacks wit, soot in an 
albino eye, spikes in a fragile 
heart. It bruises and blisters 


the tenderfoot (and always has). 

New York's glory and 
grandeur lay partly in that it 
has always taken its greatness 
as it took its pot-holed streets: 
just one more thing to put up 
with. Outside of its annual St. 
Patrick's Day parade up 5 th 
Ave., New York was seldom 
guilty of self-consciousness or 
self-indulgence. So large and so 
alive that it has been just about 
something for everyone. It car¬ 
ried on its back a small nation 
of losers and takers - almost 
blithely - and when the locust¬ 
like grubbers began to out¬ 
number the producers, the 
nation's torch bearer began to 
stumble and lose her luster. 
And Peoria rejoiced and Santa 
Ana huffed and puffed, and 
Dallas almost wet her pants at 
the prospects of becoming 
Number 1. The Big Apple - a 
30's name of a Harlem dance 
step - was up for come¬ 
uppance. The old tart now ripe 
for mincemeat ... no longer 
good enough for all-american 
pie. 

Lest anyone gloat too 
soon (or before the Frisco Kid 
labels itself our culture's ace in 
the hole) - like Mehitabel the 
Cat, lltou j° ur gai , toujour gai , 
there's life in the old girl yet. 1 ’ 

What other town could 
manage to banish hookers from 
the streets for the revivalist 
mores of this summer's Demo¬ 
cratic conventioneers. For the 
righteous delegates, the City 
smiled that mammoth Georgia 
smile and behaved with equal 
righteousness. And everyone 
had a dull time - but left loving 
the City. This past July there 
wasn’t a creep or a hustler 
along 8th Ave. Clusters of 
gregarious police strolled along 
42nd St. making that fruit-cake 
alley look at least legitimate, if 
not respectable. The Madam 
herself turned the trick, and the 
Johns didn't even know they had 
been had. 

In August the Museum of 
Modem Art was an oasis of 
green and splashing fountains, a 
haven amid the swirling sand 
storm of urban life that sur¬ 
rounds it. Every floor was 
overrun with Europeans, Mid- 
Easterners, Orientals, all of 
whom seem to have a firm 
grasp on what New York has to 
offer. This summer the feature 
exhibit was "The Taxi Cab" 
(yesterday, today and tomor-

row). A city's future without 
its "yellow" corpuscles is 
unthinkable - even to the most 
fervid ecology buff. In October 
the National Museum of Design 
opened in the Andrew Carnegie 
mansion on 5 th Ave. The 
directors expect a half million 
visitors in the first year.

She delivered a two 
and one half hour monologue of 
chatter, letters and poetry. 
Her exquisite talent created a 
rare theatrical experience. One 
plunged back into the hot, 
crowded sidewalks, engulfed in 
taxi horns, clanging manhole 
covers, and steam hissing from 
vents. Trance-like . . . still 
trapped in an America inhabited 
by noiseless, patient spiders . . . 

One finds oneself on a 
19th-floor terrace on 57 th and 
3rd that wraps itself around a 
one-bedroom apartment. Fifty 
pound sacks of potting soil, a 
silvery, shimmery birch tree, 
and flats of petunias (red, white 
and blue for 76). Fred barbe¬ 
cues three sirloin steaks; his 
lover, a blonde model from 
Tennessee, mixes tall drinks 
(white wine over ice, club soda 
and a twist of lemon). A 
steady, muted roar reaches the 
ears. I close my eyes and 
imagine the sound of surf. 
Strange how the joint hum of a 
thousand window air condi¬ 
tioners collaborate to imitate a 
sound of nature. Nothing can 
be heard from the street. Fred 
and Crissie had searched 
months for just such a terrace 
apartment. Trudging home 
after a futile day of hunting 
(with rents as high as the sky¬ 
scrapers), they stumbled upon 
their dream apartment. They 
signed a two-year lease on the 
spot. Six months later they 
remain intoxicated with their 
good luck, their nude sun¬ 
bathing, their sky garden. 

Manhattan sports phone 
booths on every other corner. 
Mindful of litter, they contain 
no phone books, and they are 
usually filled with busy people 
pretending they can hear over 
the street noise. I finish a call, 
step back; the pay phone rings. 
No one else is around. I pick up 
the receiver. A Spanish voice - 
would I mind calling to the 
phone the hot dog vendor from 


the corner. It's his girlfriend. I 
oblige, in this city of unparal¬ 
leled rudeness and mistrust, and 
I end up watching the pushcart 
as Pedro "cha, cha, chas" with 
his Maria. I suspect I'm not the 
first nor the last to be so 
chosen . . . 

* * * 

Taking on New York City 
is like volunteering for combat 
- the risks and rewards cure 
generous. The City is still a 
long extension ladder, up or 
down. One drops out in San 
Francisco and doesn't fall very 
far. On these pacific shores it's 
hard to fail. Local success is 
like near-beer (witness the 
recent beatification of 
Armisted Maupin for his trivial 
"Tales of the City," or the 
cannonization of a Joan 
Hitchcock for having slept with 
JFK, or how carnival dancer 
Tullah Hanley suckered the 
town a few years back). We are 
rightly proud of our tepid, timid 
ways - a safe return on a slim 
investment. In what "real" city 
can a single Herb Caen be 
arbiter of who is "in" or "out." 

One hears constantly of 
New York's plague of baby¬ 
eating rats. One hears less 
about San Francisco's annual 
plague of fleas (animal and 
human). Even the vermin seem 
to know their rightful territory. 

Assuredly to be poor, 
bereft, and old in New York is 
to be worse off than the City's 
roach population. Neither 
infestation has ever been 
checked. For the young, the 
talented, the ambitious, the 
Battered Apple is still worth 
biting into. For many it will 
always be a sour apple - one 
that will pucker more than your 
lips. In this terrible hive one 
needs money. Without it there 
is only one alternative: like 
Paris, to be in love. If only for 
a honied, summer romance.

Billy and Bobby Alessi, 
identical twins from Long 
Island, have been kicking around 
the fringes of the East Coast 
music scene for years. Now, 
with a move to L.A. and the 
release of their debut A&M 
album, ALESSI, the young 
singing-writing brothers are 
poised to make their mark on 
contemporary pop music. 
Theirs is a sound which is both 
pleasing for its catchy, melodic 
arrangements and exquisite har¬ 
monies, as well as for its subtle 
complexity. Not unlike Hall 
and Oates (accomplished artists 
whose work is presently captur¬ 
ing the imagination of 
MOR/disco audiences), the 
Alessi sound is a kind of pro¬ 
gressive MOR which can be 
enjoyed right acrpss the musical 
spectrum. They've got plenty 
of "oooh's" and even "doh- 
wah's," as well as some moog, 
some nice jazzy riffs, and some 
hot rhythm 'n' blues percussion 
thrown in to boot. Most of the 
songs are Grade B love songs - 
with the exception of "Do You 
Feel It?" which is a Grade AA 
love song - or else songs about 
love-lost. But unlike Boston's 
incredible "More Than A 
Feeling," the Alessi's lyrics are 
secondary to their infectious 
music. They seem to be in the 
exact mainstream of the direc¬ 
tion American pop music is 
taking, and no surprise if you 
start hearing a lot about them 
in the not too distant future.
